(b)  Health  Visitors; 

The  County  Council  provided  a service  of  health  visitors  in  the 
Borough.

(c)  The  Ilidwifery  Services  and  Home  Nursing; 


The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  domiciliary  nursing  and  mid- 
wifery services.  Three  nurses  resident  in  Evesham  carried  out  Ilidvrifery, 
Maternity  and  General  Home  Nursing  within  the  Borough,  with  the  assistance 
of  three  home  nursing  attendants,  /mother  nurse,  resident  in  Evesham, 
carried  out  general  home  nursing  only. 

(d)  School  Health  Services; 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school  health 
service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  Medical  Inspections  of  school 
children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics,  e.g.  audiometric, 
orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  child  girldance,  etc.,  vrere  available 
for  the  reference  of  children  where  more  detailed  investigation  and 
treatment  were  required. 

As  in  previous  years,  special  care  was  given  to  handicapped 
children  in  helping  them  to  overcome  their  difficulties  and  providing 
them  vrith  education  suited  to  their  needs, 

(e ) Laboratory  Facilities; 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided,  at  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Worcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examina.tion  of  samples  of 
ice-cream,  milk,  water,  pies,  sausages  and  other  foodstuffs  in  addition 
to  specimens  and  swabs  connected  with  the  diagnosis  and  spread  of 
infectious  diseases.

(g)  Immunisation  Services; 


The  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  included  provision  for 
routine  immimisation  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping 
cough,  poliomyelitis  and  measles.  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
was  also  offered  to  all  school  children  at  12  - 13  years  of  age. 

(h)  /unbulance  Service; 

This  was  provided  by  the  County  Council,  utilising  the  temporary 
ambulance  station  in  Abbey  Road  in  a building  leased  from  the  G.P.O.

(i )  Health  Education; 


A programme  of  talks,  demonstrations,  discussions  and  films,  on 
personal  and  community  hygiene  and  mothercraft,  was  given  to  senior 
pupils  at  the  Evesham  County  Secondary  School  during  the  school  year. 

Most  of  this  instruction  \jas  given  by  the  Evesham  Health  Visitors,  but 
additional  sessions  were  taken  by  the  County  Health  Education  Officer, 

Mr.  J.  N.  Pitts. 

The  Council  continued  to  contribute  to  the  Health  Education  Council. 
Posters  on  health  topics, such  as  nutrition,  smoking,  accident  prevention, 
immunisation,  dental  health,  etc.,  obtained  from  this  organisation  were 
displayed  in  the  Evesham  Clinic,  Vaterside,  and  elsewhere,  throughout  the 
year. 


The  Evesham  Road  Safety  Committee  continued  its  valuable  efforts  to 
reduce  accidents  and  injuries  on  the  roads. 

( j ) Services  to  the  Elderly  and  Chronic  Sick: 

Mu'S.  M.  Harthan,  S.R.N.,  S.C.IL,  H.V.Cert.,  Geriatric  Health  Visitor, 
and  Mrs,  V.  Evans,  S.R.N.,  continued  to  provide  services  to  the  elderly 
and  chronic  sick.  Their  duties  included: - 

(l  ) The  social  assessment  of  patients  for  admission  to  hospital 

(2)  The  investigation  of  home  conditions  with  a view  to  the  discliarge 
of  patients  from  hospital 

(3)  The  after-care  of  patients  in  their  homes.  This  vrork  was  carried 
out  in  close  association  with  the  hospital  bed  bureau,  medical 
social  workers,  and  the  various  voluntary  organisations  concerned 
vjith  the  elderly, 

260  new  cases  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
423  cases  were  on  the  list  for  routine  visiting.  In  some  cases  visits  were 
made  at  monthly  intervals  but  weekly,  daily,  or  even  twice  daily  visits 
vrere  arranged  according  to  individual  needs. 

350  aids,  e.g.  commodes,  walking  frames,  walking  sticks,  lifing  poles, 
hoists,  bed  rests,  bod  cradles,  etc,,  were  issued,  free  of  charge,  during 
the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  70  baths  each  week  xrere 
being  given  to  those  in  need  of  assistance  by  three  Home  Nursing  Attendants, 
the  establishment  of  these  attendants  having  been  raised  from  one  in  1967 
to  three  in  1968. 

The  voluntary  services  to  old  people  detailed  in  previous  reports 
continued  during  the  year.  The  N.R.V.S.  Meals  on  ITieels  service  distributed 
3,692  meals  during  the  year,  compared  icLth  3,482  in  the  previous  year. 

Other  activities  included  work  in  connection  with  the  N.R.V.S.  clothing 
store,  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club,  the  Old  People’s  Nelfare  Committee,  the 
Evesham  Senior  Residents'  Committee,  the  Red  Cross,  the  Rotary  Club, 
the  Youth  Council,  youth  clubs,  schools  and  other  organisations. 

A considerable  amount  of  vrork  was  done  on  the  British  Red  Cross  Centre 
and  Senior  Residents  Day  Club,  to  be  opened  in  1969» 

(k)  Mental  Health; 

(i ) The  Gee  Tee  Club; 

This  social  club  continued  its  activities  during  the  year, 
holding  regular  meetings  at  the  Bengeworth  Church  House  on  Nednesday 
evenings  at  7.50  p.m.  The  object  of  the  club  is  to  assist  patients 
who  have  been  treated  for  mental  illness  to  stabilise  themselves  once 
again  in  the  life  of  the  community. 

(ii)  The  Junior  Training  Centro  for  the  m.entally  handicapped 
continued  its  valuable  work  throughout  the  year  in  the  temporary 
accommodation  in  the  Methodist  Hall,  Bridge  Street,  Evesham  pending 
the  construction  of  a permanent  purpose-built  centre  in  the  future. 
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(k) 


Mental  Health  (con.); 


(ill)  The  Vale  of  Evesham  School,  a mixed  day  and  boarding  special 
school  for  educationally  subnormal  children,  was  due  to  be  opened 
early  in  1969. 

(l ) The  Home  Help  Service: 

This  was  organised  by  the  County  Council.  The  area  orgariiser  for 
Evesham/Pershore/Upton  was  Miss  Brewer  (Evesham  31 80). 

(m)  Family  Planning  Association  (Evesham  Clinic); 

Fortnightly  clinics  were  held  on  Mondays  from  6.50  p.m.  to  7.30  p.m. 
at  the  Evesham  clinic,  Waterside.  92  new  at tenders  vrcre  seen  by  the  lady 
doctor  during  the  year. 

The  object  of  these  clinic  sessions  is  to  give  confidential  and 
kindly  medical  advice  on  the  spacing  and  limitation  of  families  and 
on  difficulties,  including  infertility,  in  the  marriage  relationship. 
Pre-marital  advice  is  also  given.  Experience  in  many  parts  of  the  coimtry 
has  shorn  that  this  service  is  a valuable  measure  in  the  prevention  of 
the  physical  ill-health  and  mental  distress  which  nay  arise  from  lack 
of  knowledge  and  advice. 
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SECTION  C 


SMITARY  CIRCUIISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


lAiTER  SUPPLY 


IJater  is  supplied  by  the  East  l/orcestershire  Waterworks  Company 
and  is  obtained  from  three  sources,  as  follows 

1 . The  principal  supply  is  derived  from  six  springs  in  the  Hiddle  Hill 
and  Snowshill  area  of  the  Cotswolds,  The  springs  are  situated  in  upland 
agricultural  and  wooded  land.  The  water  issues  from  the  Inferior  Oolite 
and  Cotswold  sands  on  Upper  Lias  clay.  After  collection  into  chambers, 
the  water  gravitates  to  Broadway  reservoir  and  is  of  excellent  quality 
though  rather  hard. 

2.  An  auxilliary  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Pinnock  area  in  Gloucestershire 
where  the  effluent  from  two  springs  is  collected  and  pumped  to  the  Broadv/ay 
reservoir.  This  supply  is  situated  in  the  River  Thames  watershed  and  the 
pumping  is  restricted. 

At  the  Broadway  reservoir,  viiich  is  an  enclosed  chomber  holding 
two  and  a half  million  gallons,  the  water  is  chlorinated  with  automatic 
equipment  before  entering  the  mains  leading  to  the  to\m. 

3.  At  the  northern  end  of  the  area  water  is  supplied  from  deep  boreholes 
at  Sugarbrook  near  Brons grove.  This  supply  is  also  chlorinated. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  during  the  year 
other  than  prohibition  of  use  of  hosepipes. 

Only  four  properties  - isolated  farms  and  houses,  with  a population 
of  twelve,  are  without  m.ains  water  for  domestic  use,  all  other  houses 
being  connected  to  the  mains.  Four  houses  are  supplied  by  standpipe. 

Samples ; 

One  chemical  sample  and  eight  bacteriological  samples  proved 
satisfactory  on  analysis  and  exam.ination. 


Simamary; 


The  Borough  is  adequately  supplied  with  vrholesome  water. 

DRillNAGE  dJID  SEl.^ER.tGE  DISPOSilL; 

With  the  exception  of  approximately  60  houses,  all  hoiiscs  in  the 
Borough  are  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system. 

The  sewerage  of  the  Borough  comprises 

(a)  A high  level  system  which  discharges  by  gravity  to  the  inlet  channel 
of  the  old  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Abbey  Road,  and 

(b)  A low  level  system  discharging  to  the  low  level  pumping  station. 
Sewage  from  this  station  is  lifted  to  the  inlet  channel  to  join  the 
gravity  flow. 

From  the  inlet  channel  aAl  sewage  passes  through  a coarse  manually 
raked  screen  and  thence  flov7S  up  to  three  times  dry  weather  flow  are 
gravitated  via  a flov;  recorder  and  flow  regulating  equipment  to  the  high 
level  pum.ping  station  and  then  pumped  to  the  treatment  works.  Sewage 
flows  between  three  and  ten  tirms  dry  vrea.ther  flow  are  separated  and 
given  settlement  in  four  storm,  v/ater  tanks  and  then  passed  to  the  river. 
Sludge  from  these  tanks  is  pumped  along  the  rising  main  to  the  works  (a 
distance  of  some  miles).  All  sewage  in  excess  of  ton  times  dry 
v/eather  flow  is  passed  directly  to  the  river. 
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Diiring  1968  some  310,305,000  gallons  of  sewage  were  given  full 
treatment. 

At  the  treatment  works  the  coarse  solid  material  is  removed  from 
the  sevfage  by  mechanical  screens  which  are  automatically  controlled  and 
heavy  grit  and  silt  is  settled  in  detritus  cham.bers  and  removed  weekly 
by  bucket  dredgers. 

Settlement  of  fine  solids  talcos  place  in  four  rectangular  tanks 
which  are  mechanically  cleaned. 

After  sottlem.ent  the  sewage  is  sprayed  by  rotating  distributors  on 
to  nine  circular  biological  filters  and  the  dissolved  impurities  are  removed 
as  the  sewage  percolates  down  through  the  filter  media. 

Before  the  effluent  is  finallj^-  discharged  to  the  River  Avon  it  is 
given  a further  period  of  settlement  in  four  hopper  bottomed  upv/ard  flow 
hiimus  tanks  to  remove  the  fine  solid  matter  washed  out  from  the  biological 
filters.  This  humus  sludge  is  pumped  to  the  inlet  of  the  works  and 
removed  with  the  primary  sludge.

The  sludge  removed  from  the  settlement  tanlcs  is  first  pumped  to 
an  open,  cold  digestion  tanlc  and  then  dried  on  underdrained  drying  beds. 

All  the  dried  sludge  removed  from  the  bods  is  now  spread  on  adjacent 
agricultural  land. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  in  drying  sludge  during 
inclement  weather  and  a 700  gallon  tractor  driven  taiikcr  is  nov;  employed 
in  disposing  of  liquid  digested  sludge  direct  to  orchards  and  open  farmland. 

Remarks ; 

In  general  the  tovm  is  adequately  served  by  an  efficient  sevrerage 
system  but  the  treatment  works,  vjhich  has  now  been  in  operation  since 
1957,  is  Trorking  beyond  its  design  capacity.  A general  scheme  of 
extension  is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  which  includes  additions  to  all  sections  of  the  present  treatment 
plant  and  mechanical  dewatering  of  sludge  by  filter  pressing.  To  help 
maintain  a reasonable  effluent  standard  in  the  interim  period  before  the 
extensions  are  completed,  a temporary  spray  irrigation  system  was 
installed  in  September  1967  whereby  the  bulk  of  the  effluent  from,  the 
biological  filter  is  sprayed  on  to  grassland  where  further  oxidation 
and  rerioval  of  humus  solids  talces  place.  In  this  \my  the  overload  on 
the  humus  tamlcs  has,  to  a large  extent,  been  relieved,  and  good  results 
are  still  being  achieved  fromi  this  system. 

PUBLIC  CLEilHSING; 

Trade  and  house  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly,  ’vri-th  the  exception 
of  certain  shops  and  catering  premises  which,  during  the  summer  months, 
are  serviced  twice  weekly.  A charge  of  6d.  per  bin  is  made  for  trade 
refuse . 

Refuse  vras  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Merrybrook  Tip. 

A bulldozer  is  provided  for  levelling  and  earth  spreading  to  control  the 
tip  and  regular  spraying  and  dusting  vrlth  insecticide  powder  spraying 
vras  carried  out  to  control  insect  and  fly  infestation. 
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street  cleansing  was  carried  out  by  the  street  orderly  system  in  the 
central  area  of  the  town  and  by  mechanical  sweeping  in  the  remainder 
of  the  area.  Gullies  were  emptied  by  the  Council's  ovrn  Gulley  Emptying 
machine. 


SIJIIIMNG  BATHS: 

The  only  swimming  bath  open  to  the  public  in  the  area  is  the 
Corporation  owned  pool  at  Comjnon  Road,  Evesham.  The  baths  a.ro  open-air 
type  and  were  open  from  Kay  to  September,  Ilains  water  is  used  to 
fill  the  pool  and  continuous  mechanical  filtration  takes  place  through 
pressure  sand  filter  with  the  addition  of  floculating  agent.  Breakpoint 
chlorination  is  also  a continuous  process,  soda  ash  being  added  to  control 
acidity  of  water  and  alumia  ferric  used  for  floculation.

Host  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
Tleasles  vaccine  became  available  in  the  summer  and  a vaccination 
programme  organised,  priority  being  given  in  the  initial  stages  to 
the  children  at  greatest  risk. 


Other  notifications  were  one  case  of  scarlet  fever,  2 cases 
of  infective  jaundice  (this  disease  did  not  become  notifiable  until 
June  1968),  and  3 cases  of  salmonella  food  poisoning,  confined  to 
members  of  one  family  infected  on  holiday  abroad. 

Effective  immunisation  procedures  are  available  to  minimise  the 
risks  of  infection  vri-th  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  measles.  If  the  control  over  those  diseases  is  to 
be  maintained,  it  is  essential  that  all  parents  should  avail  themselves 
of  the  facilities  for  immunisation  provided  free  of  charge  by  family 
doctors  and  at  the  County  Council  clinics  and  in  the  schools. 


Arrangements  are  made  to  give  B.C.G.  vaccinations  against 
tuberculosis  to  school  children  aged  about  13  years,  when  a simple 
test  has  shovm  this  to  be  necessary. 

OUTBREfJC  OF  I^JPECTIVE  JAUI^IUICE 

AT  BENGEWORTH  C.E.  PRirjiRY  DAY 

SCHOOL 

EVESHAII,  1968 

UTiring  the  latter  part  of  1967  a number  of  sporadic  cases  of  infective 
jaundice  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Evesham.  As  the  disease  was  not  noti- 
fiable at  this  time,  accurate  details  were  not  available,  but  from  enc[uiries 
locally  it  appeared  that  there  had  been  about  10  cases. 

On  15th  February,  1968,  the  Headmaster  of  Bengeworth  School  expressed 
his  concern  at  the  absenteeism  in  one  of  his  classes  due  to  jaundice. 


iLfter  checking  at  the  homes  of  all  children  absent  from  school  it  was 
found  that  eight  children  were  suffering  from  infective  jaundice.  At  that 
time  there  were  246  pupils  in  the  school  and  all  cases  came  from  Class  6 
(aged  9-10  years).  It  appears  that  in  January  1968  a girl  in  Class  6 
developed  jaundice  and  apparently  infected  six  of  her  class-mates  who  were 
friends  in  close  contact  in  the  class,  at  meals  and  elsewhere.  These  girls 
all  developed  the  disease  at  about  the  same  time  in  February.  This  appeared 
to  have  established  the  infection  in  the  school,  and  the  subsequent  spread 
of  the  disease  in  this  class  and  to  other  classes  and  family  contacts  seemed 
to  have  been  by  close  personal  contact,  compatible  with  a respiratory  route 
of  transmission. 


Information  was  sent  to  all  local  medical  practitioners  drawing 
attention  to  the  outbrealc  and  requesting  them  to  keep  us  informed  of  any 
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new  cases  occurring.  (The  disease  did  not  become  officially  notifiable  until 
June  1968),  Additional  information  about  cases  was  obtained  by  visits  to  the 
homes  of  school  absentees.  The  excellent  co-operation  we  received  from  the 
local  doctors  and  the  school  staff  enabled,  us  to  follox^  the  course  of  the 
outbrealc.

Gamma  Globulin 


On  26th  Marcu  the  incidence  of  the  disease  was  increasing.  The  County 
Medical  Officer  and  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  J.  ''•A  Pickup,  v.^ho 
had  been  kept  informed  of  the  course  of  the  outbreak,  after  consultation  with 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Colindale  and  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
obtained  the  necessary  authority  to  use  gamma  globulin  in  an  effort  to  break 
the  chain  of  infection. 

The  necessary  administrative  arrangements  were  made  and  as  soon  as  the 
supply  of  gamma  globulin  had  been  received  from  London  it  was  made  available 
to  the  following  groups  of  contacts,  and  given  by  injection  on  5th  April, 
a few  days  prior  to  the  end  of  term  on  10.4.68:- 

1 . All  children  in  the  school  x^hc  had.  not  had  the  infection. 

2=  The  parents,  brothers  cind  sisters  and  other  living  at  homes 
xthero  cases  had  recently  occurred. 

3.  The  teachers  and  other  staff  of  the  school. 

The  response  to  the  offer  of  gamma  globulin  xms  very  good.  Of  the  staff 
and  child.ren  at  risk  94a'  received  protection.  The  injections  appeared  to 
cause  m.inimal  discomfort  and  there  were  no  side  effects.  A total  of  263 
contacts  were  given  gamraa  globulin. 

There  x-rere  5 cases  of  infective  jaundice  subsequent  to  the  administration 
of  the  gamma  globulin.  Of  those,  3 xirere  brothers  or  sisters  of  previous  cases, 
the  fourth  was  a close  friend,  of  a case.  In  all  these  cases  the  protection 
vjas  presumably  given  too  late  to  be  effective.  The  fifth  case  had.  not  received 
gamma  globulin.  After  the  x^eek  commencing  17th  April  there  x-rero  no  further 
cases  at  the  school. 

Other  cases  in  Evesham 

During  the  outbreak  at  Bengexforth  School  ten  other  cases  occurred 
elsoxvhere  in  Evesham  Borough  - 3 adults  and  7 children.  Txto  of  the  adults 
and  txio  of  the  children  x-rere  close  relatives  of  cases  at  Bengex-rorth  School, 
and  all  but  one  of  the  remainder  had  been  contact  socially  x-rith  BengexTorth 
children  at  yoiith  clubs,  dancing  classes , etc. 

Comment 

Me  could  not  find  any  evidence  that  transmission  iias  connected  x-jith  the 
school  meal  service  or  xfith  the  general  hygiene  of  the  school  xxhich  has  alx'rays 
been  maintained  at  a high  standard.  Me  noted,  hoxrcver,  that,  in  general, 
classes  X7hich  iiad  less  floor  space  per  pupil  had  a higher  incidence  of  cases, 
as  vrould  be  expected  x-jith  a presumed  respiratory  type  of  transmission. 
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This  outbreak  was  localised  to  one  school  and  families  associated  with 
it,  and  under  such  circumstances  it  would  appear  that  the  use  of  gamma 
globulin  is  a valuable  control  measure. 

Summary 

Between  January  17th  and  April  23rd  1968,  there  was  an  outbrealc  of  38 
cases  of  infective  jaundice  at  Bengeworth  C.E.  Primary  School,  Evesham.  Host 
of  the  other  10  cases  occurring  in  Evesham  during  the  same  period  were 
connected  in  some  way  with  this  school. 

Gamma  globulin  was  administered  to  263  close  contacts  early  in  April 
and  no  further  cases  occurred  after  23rd  April.
